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Council OK’s 5.4 
per cent tax hike 


O City services to cost typical Edmonton household $5 a day in 2012 
O Draft operating budget proposed cuts to cap hike at 4.5 per cent

Edmontonians will face a higher 
tax increase next year than ini¬ 
tially planned, as city council vot¬ 
ed 12-1 yesterday in favour of a 
5.39 per cent hike. 

“We put back in the flowers, 
the lighting, the transit, the alley 
cleaning,” said Mayor Stephen 
Mandel. “But it’s not easy when 
you have unlimited demands and 
limited capacity.” 

The $1.88 billion operating 
budget requires the tax hike, 
which consists of 3.89 per cent for 
civic services and 1.5 per cent for 
neighbourhood renewal. The hike 
also includes 0.75 per cent for 
major capital projects — a north¬ 
west police campus, new Wal- 
terdale Bridge and land for the 
southeast LRT line. 

That means the average 
Edmonton homeowner will pay 
an additional $93 next year, while 


utilities also increase $87. 

Mandel said he was pleased 
with how council came together 
to both add and subtract in a “com¬ 
plicated and difficult budget.” 

“Cities are about delivering 
services to people,” he said. “It’s 
not about just numbers.” 

But not eveiy councillor agreed 
with the increase. 

“1 wonder how many folks out 
there will see a 5.4 per cent hike 
in their wages,” said Conn. Kerry 
Diotte, the only one not to vote in 
favour. 

He proposed trimming the 
budget by $2.8 million through 
cuts to consulting, hosting, sur¬ 
veys, postage and more, but the 
motion failed. 

Others said considering 68 of 
the 70 people who spoke at a pub¬ 
lic hearing asked for funding and 
not cuts, the budget was well 
done. 

“We balanced the situation,” 
said Conn. Kim Krushell. “We did 
very well.” 


Adding and Subtracting 


► Reinstated was funding for street¬ 
light bulb replacement, increased 
mosquito control, alley cleaning, 
flower planting, transit hours, 
tree lighting and clearing trails of 
snow. 

► Council also funded new police 
officers, bus service to the 
airport, and violence-reduction 
strategies through 
Neighbourhood Empowerment 
Teams and community-based 
organization REACH. 

► Cuts in the budget included no 
staff increases for 311, nor nearly 
$400,000 in funding to help with 
attracting major events to the 
city. 

► Many user and licence fees are 
going up, including an adult tran¬ 
sit fare, from $2.85 to $3.

Modifying the Edmonton 
Public Schools class calen¬ 
dar got a fail yesterday, af¬ 
ter the trustee who had 
made the motion last 
spring withdrew it from 
consideration. 

The EPSB trustees then 
voted in favour of a “tradi¬ 
tional” 2012-13 calendar. 

Trustee Ken Shipka did 
not give reasons why, but 
vice-chair Sarah Hoffman 
said it came down to insuf¬ 
ficient proven benefits to 
changing the status quo. 

“The decision was 
made that the traditional 
calendar, without a week 
in November, without 
starting additional days 
early, would be the posi¬ 
tion for Edmonton Public 
for 2012-13,” said Hoff¬ 
man.

Visions for reinventing 
the neighbourhood strip 
mall were unveiled at En¬ 
terprise Square yesterday 
by the University of Alber¬ 
ta’s City-Region Studies 
Centre. 

The idea is small-scale 
malls need to be more 
walkable, sustainable and 
relevant to the communi¬ 
ties they are in, as retail fo¬ 
cus has shifted to 
larger-scale shopping dis¬ 
tricts. 

“It’s clear by the empty 
spaces,” said Rob Shields, 
art and design professor 


and CRSC director. “It’s a 
dated concept.” 

More than 100 submis¬ 
sions came in to strip-ap- 
peal.com from 11 countries 
— including for locations in 
Edmonton. 

One design envisions 
food trucks with social me¬ 
dia alerts being sent out to 
the area. Others call for a 
parking lot market and 
portable spaces instead of 
permanent shops. 

“The strip mall is so gen¬ 
eral, it can be found every¬ 
where in the world,” said 
Merle Patchett, CRSC post¬ 
doctoral fellow. “And it’s 
problematic everywhere in 
the world.” 

There are hundreds in 
Edmonton, estimated 
Shields, adding 50 are 
known to be derelict.

O Hundreds flee as grenades 
lobbed into market, bullets fired 
O Attacker found dead at scene 


Summoned for questioning 
by Belgian police, a man 
with a histoiy of weapons 
and drug offences left 
home armed with hand 
grenades, a revolver and an 
assault rifle. Stopping at a 
central square filled with 
holiday shoppers, he 
lobbed three grenades into 
the crowd, then opened 
Are. 

Four people were killed, 
including an 18-month-old 
toddler, and 122 were 
wounded in the assault yes¬ 
terday 

Authorities said the 
shooter also died. 

The midday attack in the 
eastern Belgian city of Liege 
sent hundreds of panicked 
shoppers stampeding down 
the cobbled streets of the

Investigators iden¬ 
tified the attacker as 50- 
year-old Gianluca Casseri, 
and RAI state TV said he 
was known to police for 
having participated in 
racist marches by an 
extreme right-wing group.

Brother made up story: Crown 


A Montreal family accused 
of killing three children 
concocted a story that could 
help absolve them of guilt 
and told a surviving child to 
go along with it — but he 
slipped up, prosecutors al¬ 
leged in court yesterday. 

Mohammad Shafia, 58, 


his wife Tooba Yahya, 42, 
and their son Hamed, 20, 
have told police that the 
night of the deaths, their 
eldest daughter came into 
their motel room to borrow 
the car keys. 

The Crown alleges the 
women were killed before 


the family checked into the 
motel. 

Another brother was un¬ 
der cross-examination yes¬ 
terday, and Crown attorney 
Gerard Laarhuis hammered 
him about his statement to 
police that Zainab came to 
the motel room that night 


to borrow his cellphone. 
Laarhuis suggested that 
never happened, and that 
inconsistent statements to 
police that it might have 
been his mother who want¬ 
ed to borrow his phone, 
point to a mistake on his 
part.

Inmate takes 
prison worker 

hostage 

A corrections employee 
taken hostage by an in¬ 
mate was freed after a 
nine-hour ordeal yesterday 
at a federal prison in Que¬ 
bec's Eastern Townships. 

The inmate barricaded 
himself in a room in the 


Cowansville penitentiary, 
locking himself there with 
the worker who was in the 
area with him. 

Correctional Service of 
Canada said nobody was 
injured in the incident at 
the medium-security 
prison, which holds 410 
male inmates. 

Authorities wouldn’t 
confirm the victim was fe¬ 
male.

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Kennedy’s crusade 

O Ex-NHLer urges U.S. lawmakers to end the code 
of silence on abuse O People who suspect something 
is wrong must act on their ‘gut feelings,’ he declares 


Sheldon Kennedy stepped 
into the U.S. spotlight yes¬ 
terday, urging lawmakers 
to “empower” anyone 
who suspects children are 
being sexually abused. 

Under the glare of TV 
cameras, the former NHL 
player matter-of-factly told 
of the ordeal he suffered 
at the hands of his once- 
trusted hockey coach, Gra¬ 
ham James. 

“My abuser was Interna¬ 
tional Hockey Man of the 
Year,” Kennedy, 42, told 
the Senate hearing exam¬ 
ining child abuse laws. 

“In Canada, that gave 
him almost God-like sta¬ 
tus. Sound familiar? 


“Senators, you 
need to give all 
adults working 
with youth and all 
parents the tools 
to recognize and 
respond to abuse 
when it first 
arises.”

“The kids — and often 
their parents too — 
looked up to him as a 
hero. 

“This was someone who 
could make their dreams 
come true and he used 


that trust to hurt them.” 

Pedophiles count on the 
fact that most people have 
trouble believing trusted 
adults in their fields — 
coaches, teachers, priests 
— would ever abuse chil¬ 
dren, Kennedy added. 

James was convicted of 
some 350 sexual-abuse 
charges and served three 
and a half years in prison. 
He was quietly pardoned 
in 2007 — touching off a 
national firestorm. 

Last week, James plead¬ 
ed guilty to fresh 
allegations of sexual 
assault. He will be sen¬ 
tenced in February.

Former Penn State assis¬ 
tant football coach Jeriy 
Sandusky is vowing, in 
his lawyer’s words, to 
“fight to the death” in 
his child molestation 
case. 

But Sandusky opted 
against a preliminaiy 
hearing yesterday, spar¬ 
ing his accusers from 
making their claims in a 
packed courtroom. 

Sandusky’s lawyer, 
Joseph Amendola, said: 
“There will be no plea

He has denied the 
allegations, which led to 
the departures of long¬ 
time Penn State football 
coach Joe Patemo and 
the university president.

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Canadian debt up 
while income down 


O Household debt has risen about 
twice the rate of income: StatsCan 


Canadians keep taking on 
more debt even as they get 
poorer, a new Statistics 
Canada report shows 
Average household debt 
hit a new record high of al¬ 
most 153 per cent to dispos¬ 
able income in the third 
quarter, a sizable jump 
from 150.7 per cent the pre¬ 
vious quarter, the agency 
reported yesterday 

As well, household net 
worth declined by 2.1 per 
cent to $180,100 from 
$184,700, the sharpest drop 
in almost three years as the 
value of pensions and stock 
investments declined. 

The report came a day af¬ 
ter Bank of Canada gover¬ 
nor Mark Carney again 
warned about the dangers 
of household debt poses to 
the economy going for¬ 


ward. Canadians are more 
indebted now than the 
Americans and British, Car¬ 
ney noted, saying that they 
need to move to bring debt 
accumulation in line with 
income growth. 

But analysts cautioned 
against taking too dark a 
view over household fi¬ 
nances. “It’s not black and 
white,” said Benjamin Tal, a 
senior economist with CIBC 
World Markets. Most debt 
accumulation is from mort¬ 
gages, and unlike the U.S. 
before the sub-prime fiasco, 
the segment of home buy¬ 
ers considered “marginal” 
in Canada is veiy small.

An obvious place to start is Ellis Island, where 
the ancestors of so many American Jews first 
set foot on U.S. soil. Boats run from Batteiy 
Park — schedules at statuecruises.com — to 
the National Park site in New York Harbor. 
The Ellis Island museum offers a wealth of ar¬ 
tifacts connected to Jewish immigrants, in¬ 
cluding a photo of a kosher kitchen that 
opened on the island in 1911 and an eye chart 
with a line of Hebrew letters. 











Museum of 
Jewish Heritage 

The Museum of Jewish 
Heritage is in Batteiy 
Park City. Through sum¬ 
mer 2012, the museum 
is hosting a fascinating 
exhibit about Emma 
Lazarus. Lazarus’ sonnet 
The New Colossus with 
its famous line “Give 
me your tired, your 
poor, your huddled 
masses,” is engraved on 
a tablet in the Statue of 
Liberty’s pedestal, and La¬ 
dy Liberty can be seen 
from the museum win¬ 
dows. Lazarus was bom 
in New York to an old 
Sephardic Jewish family; 
a letter about religious 


freedom from her great- 
great uncle to George 
Washington is part of the 
show. The Museum of 
Jewish Heritage was cre¬ 
ated as a memorial to 
those who perished in 
the Holocaust. 


The Lower East Side 
Tenement Museum 

The Lower East Side Tene¬ 
ment Museum at 97 Or¬ 
chard St., tenement.org, is 
housed in a building that 
dates to 1863, but it was a 
time capsule when the 
museum acquired it in 
1996: Its apartments had 
been sealed off since 1935. 
Tours now tell the stories 
of the people who lived 
there. The building 
housed immigrants from 
various backgrounds, but 
some tours focus on Jew¬ 
ish families.

Tell the truth — the whole 


truth 

It’s not enough to tell 
your co-workers that 
you’ll hit the deadline. 
You also need to mention 
that in order to do so, you 
had to alter the project 
and rely on your strung- 
out intern to do sensitive 
research. “It’s got to be 
the truth, but it also has 
to be the entire, current 
truth,” says Booher. “If 


you withhold bad news, 
people go to other 
sources.” 

Make sure you have 
discussions 

Evaluate your conversa¬ 
tions with your co-work¬ 
ers: Is there a 

back-and-forth and some 
healthy debate on occa¬ 
sion?

It’s a good sign if peo¬ 
ple think your opinion is 
worth changing. 

“If you feel like every¬ 
body agrees with you, 
something’s wrong,” says 
Booher. “There’s a one¬ 
way communication sys¬ 
tem there, and that’s not 
what you want.” 

Care, or at least get good at 
pretending you do 

"It’s a cliche that people 
don’t care what you say, 
they have to know that 
you care about them when 
you say it — but it’s true,” 
says Booher. “If your staff 
thinks you only care about 
the numbers, then they’ll 
tune you out.”

Following a 
bad day at 
work and 
thinking 
that he 
would be 
fired, Philip 
Chan elected to resign 
instead. However, in an¬ 
other tale from the 
workplace trenches 
with an ending you 
would not expect, a 
court found that Chan’s 
resignation was actually 
a termination. 

Chan, the general 
manager of a busy Den¬ 
ny’s restaurant in Lang¬ 


ley, B.C., had his fair share 
of problems with his su¬ 
pervisor, who had repeat¬ 
edly criticized his 
performance. 

Although Chan had 
been well-regarded within 
the company, by May 2009 
the tone and content of 
the communication from 
his boss led him to believe 
that he would soon be 
fired. Matters came to a 
head when Chan was giv¬ 
en the choice of being dis¬ 
missed or resigning. 

For Chan, “saving face” 
was paramount, so he re¬ 
signed rather than face 
dismissal. However, at the 
urging of another senior 
employee, Chan soon re¬ 
turned to his job. His con¬ 
tent with his boss would 
not last long. 

After another hectic 
day at the restaurant, 
Chan’s manager came to

him once more and said 
that he could choose to re¬ 
sign or else he would be 
fired. Again, faced with 
the possibility of explain¬ 
ing his termination to 
prospective employers, 
Chan opted to resign. He 


drafted a letter confirm¬ 
ing his decision and left 
work. This time, however, 
although Chan’s depar¬ 
ture was permanent, he 
was not about to go quiet¬ 
ly. Chan recently sued 
Denny’s, arguing that the 


ultimatum he was given 
was tantamount to a dis¬ 
missal. 

At a recent trial, the 
judge drew a clear bright 
line between an employee 
who voluntarily leaves 
and one who is told he 


will otherwise be fired. 

Here, although Chan’s 
statements and actions 
were consistent with an 
employee who wanted 
out, they were provided in 
the context of an ultima¬ 
tum that he would be 
fired and in response to a 
boss who had tried to 
force his resignation once 
before. Chan was awarded 
wrongful dismissal dam¬ 
ages and his legal costs. 

Although the results of 
this case may have been 
surprising, the law in this 
area is quite clear: Canadi¬ 
an courts are loath to up¬ 
hold a resignation 
proffered under circum¬ 
stances of pressure or an 
ultimatum and instead 
will usually find that the 
employee has been fired.

Fast forward 
to this week and the six- 
foot-six, 245-pounder once 
again feels like a victim. 
This time it’s because he 
had little recourse in ap¬ 
pealing his eight-game sus¬ 
pension for a leaping 
check on Carolina’s Alexei 
Ponikarovsky that, not sur¬ 
prisingly, was a head shot. 

Sutton is a repeat of¬ 
fender in the NHL’s eyes 
and while he could have

Sutton makes an inter¬

corps. But Sutton is of no 


value in the press box and 
he needs to be smarter 
about his physical play.

As an intimidator, Sut¬ 
ton’s a great one.

When they were intro¬ 
duced, gasoline-electric 
hybrids were small, basic 
cars. As the technology 
matured, so did the vehi¬ 
cles, and today, most pre¬ 
mium brands include 
hybrids in their lineup — 
as Audi will, when the hy¬ 
brid version of its Q5 com¬ 
pact SUV goes on sale next 
summer. 

Although they pay more 
for their vehicles initially, 
premium-vehicle owners 
still don’t want to spend a 
lot at the pumps, and they 
appreciate the fuel savings 
a hybrid can provide. 

That said, while exact 
pricing is yet to come, the 
Q5 Hybrid will cost 
around $55,000, about 
$10,000 more than the 
non-hybrid Q5 upon 
which it’s based. 

There has to be more 
than just fuel economy, 
and in this case, it’s per¬ 
formance. 

The Q5 Hy¬ 
brid uses the 
turbocharged, 
direct-injec¬ 
tion 2.0-litre 
four-cylinder 
from the regular 
Q5, with an eight-speed 
automatic transmission 
and the company’s “Quat- 
tro” all-wheel-drive. 

An electric motor is 
sandwiched between the 
engine and transmission, 
fed by a 72-cell lithium-ion 
battery pack mounted un¬ 
der the cargo floor. 

The engine produces 


211 horsepower and 258 
Ib-ft of torque, but when 
you mash the throttle, the 
electric motor can add a 
brief boost to 245 horse¬ 
power and 354 Ib-ft of 
torque. 

Since electric motors 
make their peak power 
right from the start — 
unlike gasoline en¬ 
gines, which have to 
rev up — the power 
surge is immediate. 

This hybrid is great fan 
to drive. 

It’s a “fall” hybrid (bat 
yoa don’t ping it into the 
wall), capable of starting 
and running solely on its 
battery at 60 km/h for up 
to three kilometres. 

If you’re already cruis¬ 
ing, it can switch over to 
electricity at speeds of up 
to 100 km/h. Come to a

driving conditions are ap¬ 
propriate, you can hit a 
button to keep it in elec¬ 
tric-only mode. 

The Q5 is one of my 
favourites to drive, and 
when 1 piloted an early 
production version on an 
event in Spain, 1 discov¬ 
ered that the Hybrid is just 
more of the same. It’s in¬ 
telligently sized, it wraps 


around corners almost 
like a sports car, and it’s 
light and agile even 
though the hybrid system 
adds 130 kilograms. 

The electric steering is 
tuned to feel hydraulic, 
with excellent weight and 
feedback. 

If you don’t mind using 
a bit more gas, you can put 
the Q5 into “Sport” mode, 
which makes it feel even 
sharper on the curves. 

The price will be a ma¬ 
jor factor, and the Q5 Hy¬ 
brid will probably remain 
a relatively rare model on 
Canadian roads, but it’s 
meant to pave the way for 
yet another innovation: 
the all-electric Audi E-Tron 
sports car, which will 
make the leap from con¬ 
cept to production next 
year.

orced induction 
has entered a 
new^ era. Yes, an¬ 
other one. In its 
last few eras, tur¬ 
bocharging in 
particular has definitely 
had mixed reviews. The 
1974 Porsche Turbo? Wun- 
derbar! The 1982 Buick 
Grand National? Hot dang! 
The 1984 Dodge Caravan 
Turbo? Say again? 

The Porsche and Buick 
definitely characterized the 
turbo’s wild years, when 
the technology was all 
about in-your-face perform¬ 
ance. Chiysler’s turbo fling 
in the 1980s was essentially 
a way for the embattled au¬ 
tomaker to stretch its four- 
cyhnder engine across more 
nameplates, until it could 
secure some V-6 troops. 

Two main factors are 
shaping the current era of 
turbocharging: the prolifer¬ 
ation of diesel engines; and 
the human and govern¬ 
ment cries for better fuel 
economy. A side benefit is 
the ability to make plenty 
of horsepower for special 
apphcations. 

Government push 

“Turbocharging is in a de¬ 
veloping stage in North 
America, but it will trend 
toward mainstream, as the 
U.S. EPA emission and fuel 
requirements drive toward 


a 35 mpg fleet average in 
2016,” said Tom Grissom, 
director of business devel¬ 
opment for BorgWarner 
turbo and emissions sys¬ 
tems, one of the world’s 
largest providers of auto¬ 
motive turbochargers. 

“Fuel efficiency is best 
achieved through smaller 
displacement engines. But 
if you simply downsize the 
engine, there will be cus¬ 
tomer dissatisfaction... (tur¬ 
bocharging) allows you to 
maintain the performance 
that customers expect.” 

Wheelbase Media caught 
up with Grissom just as he 
was leaving for China to 
oversee the completion of 
BorgWamer’s new techni¬ 
cal centre in Shanghai. The 
company also signed a deal 
to supply turbocharging 
systems to First Automo¬ 
tive Works (FAW), for the 
automaker’s recently devel¬ 
oped 1.3-htre and 2.0-litre 
gasoline engines, which is 
indicative of China’s mar¬ 
ket shift to smaUer-dis-

placement engines outfit¬ 
ted with turbocharging sys¬ 
tems. The automaker at the 
forefront of this “mass mar¬ 
ket turbo deployment” in 
North America is Ford. 

The company’s new Eco¬ 
Boost engines feature both 
direct fuel injection (which 
sprays the fuel into the 
combustion chambers in¬ 
stead of the intake mani¬ 
fold) and turbocharging. 
The automaker says these 
engines compete with larg¬ 
er engines in terms of pow¬ 
er and torque, but better 
them in fuel efficiency. 


Diesel Push 

But BorgWarner says the 
largest growth potential for 
turbocharging systems 
worldwide might be with 
diesel engines. 

You’ve probably noticed 
that virtually every diesel 
engine introduced in the 
last few decades — whether 
on the passenger car side or 
on the heavy-duty truck 
side — has been a tur¬ 
bocharged diesel. The rea¬ 
son for this is simple, and 
relates to the very basic def¬ 
inition of turbocharging. 

A turbocharging system 
employs a “turbine” to har¬ 
ness engine exhaust flow. 
The power of the spirming 
turbine is used to compress 
and push air into the cylin¬ 
ders. The more air you can 
get into any given space, 
the more fiiel you can bum 
there, and the bigger the 
“bang.” Unlike a gasoline 
engine, which uses a spark 
to help set off the bang, the 
diesel explosion is created 
by compression. So, the 


more air you can get in 
there, the better and clean¬ 
er it can bum. 

The black smoke you see 
coming from old diesels is 
too much fuel in the com¬ 
bustion chamber, com¬ 
pared to the amount of 
available air. A turbo can 
pack that cylinder with the 
appropriate amount of air. 

You’re probably saying, 
“why not just limit the 
amount of fuel going into 
the cylinder?” Yes, you can 
do that, but the result is fee¬ 
ble power. 

Technology Push 

Mercedes-Benz introduced 
the first turbo-diesel auto¬ 
mobile in 1978 with its 300 
SD. VW’s first turbo-diesel 
arrived in 1981. Both dra¬ 
matically improved the 
diesel experience. 

One of the major turbo 
milestones was the advent 
of water cooling in the 
1980s for the turbine’s 
bearings. At full song, a tur¬ 
bine can spin at more than 


200,000 r.p.m. Connected 
to the red-hot exhaust man¬ 
ifold, the problem of heat is 
amplified. 

“So when you shut down 
the engine, you have a lot 
of heat energy that can 
soak back into the tur¬ 
bocharger and damage its 
bearings. Water cooling 
now absorbs that latent en¬ 
ergy, so there is no impact 
on the bearings,” says Gris¬ 
som. Today’s turbos benefit 
from a host of advanced 
electronics while the en¬ 
gines themselves benefit 
from stronger internal 
components, more precise 
machining and improved 
oil and oihng systems. 

“We design and build 
turbochargers for the use¬ 
ful hfe of the vehicle,” says 
Grissom. 

The result is big power 
from a small package, that, 
for the most part, runs 
without the turbocharger 
since it’s used for accelera¬ 
tion. It’s extra power only 
when you need it.

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A smart design 
in a small space

One of the major issues 
when designing a vehicle 
is space. Cars have a lot of 
components and only so 
much room in which to fit 
them. It was a consider¬ 
able challenge for Toyota 
with the tiny iQ^ recently 


introduced in its Scion 
brand. 

“We used a collection of 
different engineering ap¬ 
proaches for different 
components, which al¬ 
lowed us to make this size 
of vehicle but still have the 
functionality of a larger ve¬ 
hicle,” says John-Paul 
Farag, manager of ad¬ 
vanced technology and 
powertrain for Toyota 
Canada. 

“The vehicle must have 
fuel efficiency, agility and 


safety within a small pack¬ 
age.” 

The first challenge was 
designing what Toyota 
says is the world’s smallest 
air conditioning system. It 
isn’t enough to simply 
downsize ever 5 Ahing. If 
there isn’t enough space 
between the fan blades, or 
if the blades are too thin, 
the system won’t get 
enough air and it won’t 
work properly. 

The company had to 
come up with a new manu¬ 


facturing technique to pro¬ 
duce smaller but more 
rigid blades. 

The blower and a/c unit 
were integrated into a sin¬ 
gle unit that fits behind 
the dash. Getting cold air 
to the occupants was also 
challenging. The engineers 
came up with a simplified 
design that reduced the 
number of curves in the 
ductwork, improving the 
airflow. 

“There are always trade¬ 
offs,” Farag says. 




“You can’t use a unit 
this small to cool a large 
SUV, but we think because 
of what we did with this 
unit, you may see some of 
these improvements incor¬ 
porated into other vehi¬ 
cles.” 

The engine is a compact 
design, and a continuously 
variable transmission 
(CVT), which uses pulleys 
instead of gears, and was 
chosen not only for its fuel 
efficiency but because it’s 
smaller than a regular au¬ 
tomatic transmission. 

The fuel tank is wider 
but much shallower than 
most tanks to fit under the 
rear seat and trunk with¬ 
out affecting interior 
space. 

Space-saving tricks 
must also take passengers 
into account: the front 
seats were slimmed down 
for more interior space but 
their design still had to be

comfortable. 

A flat-bottom steering 
wheel provides more 
legroom for the driver. The 
dash uses an as 5 mimetrical 
design that sits the front 
passenger further ahead 
than the driver for more 
rear-seat room, without af¬ 
fecting the driver’s visibili¬ 
ty. 

“We were dealt a chal¬ 
lenge with this vehicle for 
space, and we dealt with it 
by new engineering and 
designs,” Farag says.

azda didn’t 
invent the 
rotary en¬ 
gine. Felix 
Wankel 
did that in 
Germany in 1957. But no 
other automaker, individ¬ 
ual, or concern, poured 
their heart, soul and mind 
into the rotary engine con¬ 
cept as did the Japanese 
company from Hiroshima. 

Mazda bet heavily on the 
technology, but soon found 
the going tough. 

Legend has it, that the 47 
men who comprised the 
company’s Rotary Research 
Division toiled 24-7 over 
many months to overcome 
every obstacle in their way. 

Tire number 47 has spe¬ 
cial significance in Japan. 
All countrymen know the 
story of the 47 Samurais in 
feudal Japan who revenged 
their dishonoured lord af¬ 
ter years of hardship. 

Mazda’s 47 Samurais al¬ 
so fought for honour, the 
engineering honour of 
their company and country. 


In 1967, Mazda’s rotary 
engine got its first “serial 
production car” assign¬ 
ment — the Cosmo Sport. 

Cosmo’s twin-rotar en¬ 
gine has two 491 cc cham¬ 
bers, and spins out 110 hp 
at 7,000 r.p.m. The low-vol¬ 
ume two-seat, sports coupe 
was only produced for a 
couple of years, but looked 
fetching, and set the tone 
for Mazda’s seminal rotary- 
engine sports coupes: three 
generations of the RX-7, 
and then the RX-8. 


In 2010, Mazda had to 
pull RX-8 from the Euro¬ 
pean market after it failed 
to meet that jurisdiction’s 
emission standards. With 
another year of small and 
waning sales in 2011, the 
writing was on the wall for 
the RX-8’s departure from 
other markets — including 
North America, and now 
Japan. 

Model-year 2012 will be 
the very last for the RX-8, 
and the only 2012 models 
to be had will be 1,000 


“Spirit R” models built ex¬ 
clusively for the Japanese 
market. 

Mazda has had a rotary 
engine car in its Japanese 
lineup since that 1967 Cos¬ 
mo. So that streak is done 
like dinner, kaputt, finis. (1 
would have liked to throw 
a Japanese phrase in there 
too, but my Japanese is lim¬ 
ited to food court selec¬ 
tions... teriyaki, udon 
noodles, sashimi, etc.). 

Where Mazda goes with 
rotary technology is any¬ 


body’s guess. Mazda has al¬ 
ways maintained that the 
rotary engine is particular¬ 
ly suited for hydrogen fuel, 
and has developed several 
hydrogen-rotary projects, 
including the RX-8 Hydro¬ 
gen RE. 

There are reports that 
Mazda has a new rotary en¬ 
gine in development, code- 
named 16X, but the 
company is not saying very 
much about it. 

For now the company 
based in Hiroshima seems 


very focused on SkyActive 
— a series of technologies 
for the internal combus¬ 
tion engine. 

It’s always a little sad 
when good things come to 
an end. But stay strong my 
friends. 

Better to cry for Argenti¬ 
na than the rotary... Be¬ 
cause the betting money is 
on Mazda resurrecting the 
rotary engine at some 
point in the future, even 
possibly on some bright, 
sunny day.

Common complaints include 
modest power output from the four- 
cyhnder engine and some low-budget 
interior trim pieces.

Common issues 

Be sure all interior acces¬ 
sories are working and en¬ 
sure you’re able to shift in 
and out of four-wheel 
drive modes as outlined in 
the owner’s manual with 
no undue fuss. While un¬ 
derneath, look for any oily 
fluid leaking from the bot¬ 
tom of the engine, the dif¬ 
ferential and the transfer 
case, if so equipped. 

Ultimately, numerous 
pages of reports from 
Frontier owners online 
looked encouraging. 
Words like “dependable” 
and “excellent” came up 
frequently. 

Verdict 

A visit to your Nissan me¬ 
chanic is in order for an 
inspection if you’re 
uncomfortable beneath 
the truck. Your dealership 
can also determine if any 
recall work may be 
outstanding.
